THE COMING CRASH, 


In Which Pelitical Parties are Expected te Goto 
Pieces. 

WASHI? GToN, February 19.—{[New York Sun.}—A 
gentleman, as profound in politics as in legal learn- 
iug, in aconversation about Arthur's slowness in 
completing his cabinet, expressed some singular 
views: 

“What iscomplained of proceeds neither from 
indecision norindolence. It is not a new or an 
unnatural idea that a new formation of parties is at 
hand. Blaine early set out with it, and has pro- 
ceeded contidently on that hypothesis. Few saga- 
cious politicians will be found to declare that they 
expect party lines to hold as they have held for 
more than twenty years. In the republican as well 
the democratic party warring elements exist, and 
personal interests have become Gistracting. It is 
against the lessons of history that the life of the re- 
publican party should be much longer protracted. 
Arthur hehkis steady forthe present to see how these 
things will develop. He evidently is husbanding 
with extraordinary prudence a heavy fund of re- 
sources, to be used aceording to circumstances, 
And this is all that his alleged slowness amounts 
to.”” 

Do you mean to say that Arthur is fully con- 
vinced there is going to be a break-up, and that 
the next president will be elected on other than 
an old-fashioned party struggle? 

“Not convineed yet: neverthelesss he probably 
considers a break-up possible, and means to 
have something handsome in hand. You see, 
besides his cabinet offices, there are some of the 
best foreign appointments at his disposal, with- 
out doin — ing violent. A considerable pro- 
portion of the ocal offices are corresponindgly held 
in abeyance. In the south, where the change or 
break-up is actually, in one sense,in progress, the 
machinery moves quite freely, and appointments 
are making on the plan of a break-up—at least so 
as to promote it every way possible.’’ 

Still, lask. Does Arthur desire to see a break-up, 
except in the south, where the republicans are 
buried, and any change would be advantageous? 

**Probably Arthur would not do anything to pro- 
duce the disruption of the republican organization 
inthe north. Blaine—and say what you will, he 
has a powerful following when it comes to practi- 
cal work—does, and he is doing. his utmost to bring 
about the disorganization, the demoralization 
rather, of parties everywhere. Ivis notrifling mat- 
ter. Blaine’. wish is to thrust in new issues, raise 
new questions, and create confusion, in the belief 
that he will be able to gather to himself most of 
the fragments. Others besides Arthur think there 
is too much tendency to disregard it; any way, like 
an astute player, Arthur does .ot intend to be 
without something in his hands should there be an 
occasion for taking tricks,"’ 

There isa natural indisposition to believe that a 
fusion of Blaine and bourbon democrats is more 
than a ridiculous piece of imagination. What are 
the facis about it? 

“Notall imagination. You know it is a saying 
that nothing is so certain as the unexpected. Go 
into Georgia and the adjacent states, and already 
you will find people talking up Blaine and Brown. 
Brown is full of it. Just here is a suggestion which 
has not been lost on Arthur. You will see here in 
congress, and nearly everywhere among the demo- 
cratic leaders, no special disposition to antagonize 
Arthur. Probably no president was ever stronger 
with the opposition; and a condition of readiness, 
admitting of interesting probabilities, exists which 
no politician will ever overlouok,”’ 

How generally are these ideas of Arthur’s pupo- 
ses shared by stalwart leaders? 

“When Garfield was nominated, Conkling be- 
lieved the time had come. It took them all to bring 
Conkling into line; had he not come, there woulda 
have been no fight in the last presidential canvass, 
except such as Blaine and a few of them who had 
been snowed underin Maine and elsewhere could 
make. . The canvass would have resembled that of 
Pierce and Seott, the latter standing for Garfield. 
Garfield pleaded with Conkling’s intimates to per- 
suade him to save him. And how he made prom- 
ises of what he would do. Had he possessed a 
kingdom he wouid have pledged it to be saved. 
Two things extraordinary and never to be for- 
gotten, are peculiar to that period. I mean the 
way Grant bounded forward foe Garfield, and then 
Conkling’s refusal, till Grant overcame him. He 
declared he would have nothing to do with the 
man, simply because he believed he was ‘Blaine’s 
shadow.’ That was the phrase he used. ‘He will 
forsake you as sure as you save him,’ said Conkling. 
gut Conkling yielded, and together the stalwart 
chiefs saved Garfield. But he went back on them, 
becanse, as Conkling said, he was Blaine’s shadow. 
This is a digression, but not altogether aside from 
the present subject—the reorganization of parties. 
As I was saying, Conkling believes there will 
beabreak up. Grant is about the stiffest party 
manthercis. He connects his career with the re- 
publican party and holds fasttoit. Nevertheless 
he isnotoblivions to the philosophy of time and 
events. He will not object toa new deal, since itis 
Blaine who proposes. Logan hassome advanced 
ideas. Like Blaine, he believes in a new era, and 
is not averse toitauy time, nor disinclined to be- 
lieve it may come sooner than some think. Some 
curious complications as to this may be disclosed 
before long. Butfor the present Logan is not dis- 
posed to pooh-pooh the idea of a new deal albeit 
he is not prance $e en rapport with Arthur in some 
important respects.”’ 

Whose influence dominates Arthur? 

‘Well, it would not be right to say any one’s 
does: but Conkling’s counsel is soonest listened to. 
Between the two friends there isan indissoluble 
bond. ‘Go ahead and do as as well as you can,’ 
said Conkling to Arthura few daysafter Arthur had 
taken the oath. ‘You havea hard task before you. 
I know you would prefer yourself back in quiet 
hfein New York, but there is no escape. All the 
good I can do you shall be rendered; but leave me 
out of your list entirely. Ican take nothing. Let 
that be considered settled.’ Soit was, and has been 
ever since. Conkling, asI have said, believes there 
is going to be a change, if nota break-up. You 
see some evidences of itin New York even now. 
Small streams produce great rivers Right herein 
congress evidence is not Wanting that what has been 
predicted may prove true. At present Arthur has 
the republicans solid, but he has the spoils: and 
let me remind you those who would run away afier 
they obtained them, will not get them. To make 
sure of this takes a good deal of Arthur’s time.

There is a movementin the Kentucky legislature 
for the equalization of the distribution of the school 
fund between the white and colored people of the 
state. A discrimination is now made against the 
colored people on the ground that they pay taxes 
on only $3,500,000 worth of property.

FOREIGN FLASHES. 


THE TRIAL OF THE RUSSIAN STATE 
PRISONERS. 


Affecting Statersents of the Miseries Endured by the 
People—Driven Into Socialism—The Land Act 
Under the Censorship of the Lords— 

The Cotton Spinning Trade. 


Lonpon, February 25.—A St. Petersburg dispatch 
says that in the trial yesterday Isnief declared that 
he prepared the dynamite used in the mine at the 
Winter palace, but he didgnot know for what pur- 
pose it wasintended. Emelianoff declared that all 
the statements of the deceased Goldenberg were 
untrue, and that General Melikoff, when at the 
head of affairs, was iu direct communication with 
the nibilists through a lady. Hereupon the minis- 
ter of justice ordered a note drawn upon this im- 


portant point. 

The St. Petersburg Herald says that precautions 
have been taken to prevent, henceforth, high Rus- 
sian public servants from taking the liberty of dis- 
cussing matters of state policy on their own ac- 
count. It is hoped that this authoritative an- 
nouncement will induce the foreign press, and 
especially the pressure of a neighboring empire, to 
cease using hostile and offensive language towards 
Russia. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg, by way of Berlin, 
says: During Thursday’s proceedings at the trial 
of the nihilists, several of the prisoners made very 
full statements, and in consequence of their ad- 
mission many of the witnesses were excused from 
further attendance. It appears that Trizoni had 
only a very slight connection with the proceedings 
of the nibilists, being merely aware of their de- 
signs. Sucharoff, during his examination, drew 
such a vivid picture of the abnormal social condi- 
tionsof the country that had driven him, an hon- 
orable, sensative man, to a career of crime, that 
even the judges were deeply affected. Jakimova 
acknowledged the truth of the charges brought 
against her. Jenerka, who is uneducated, admitted 
being a terrorist, but was unabie to define the aims 
of that party. Merkreloff continued his endeavors 
to incriminate his associates. All of the accused 
declared they were socialists, and were willing to 
carry on peaceful propoganda, but that they had 
been driven to illegal acts by the government's 
cruelties. Itis believed that the judgment will be 
delivered on Monday, and that fifteen of the pris- 
oners will be condemned to death. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

Lonvon, February 25.—In the house of lord 
last evening, Lord Salisbury stated that the objects 
of the committee appointed to inquire into the 
working of the land act had been misrepresented. 
He said it would neither try the land commis- 
sioners nor seek to repeal the land act. Any 
change must be made in the direction of redressing 
the wrongs of the landlords rather than diminish- 
ing anything which the tenants may have ac- 
quired by the act. ets 

The Daily News points to the significance of cer- 
tain remarks of the marquis of Lansdown, who was 
the mover of the land act. He poe * nae out that a 
commission formed mainly of Jandlords was not 
likely to be regarded as a very impartial tribunal 
to investigate the working of an act devised in the 
interest of the tenant. 

The Times says the house of lords committee can- 
not possibly atrive at any useful conclusion. 1t is 
already hopelessly discredited by the fact that it 
does notrepresent the house of lords but only a 
section of it. 

The house of commons went into committee of 
supply at 6 o’clock last evening, when the Irish 
members seized the oppoftunity to attack Mr. 
Forster’s administration of the coercian act, on 
the dicussionvof the vote for the Irish constabular, 
which was ultimately carried by a vote of 185 to 
18. The sitting was prolonged until 3.20 this morn- 
ing. 

The secretary of the Blackburn cotton spinners 
and raanufacturers association which includes 
Blackburn, Accrington, Darwin, Hadingden and 
several smaller towns have received twenty-nine 
rsplies tothe circular proposing short time. Of 
these twenty-three are favorable to the movement, 

The ballot of the cotton operatives as to the ad- 
visability of striking for an increase of five per cent 
in wages resulted in 327 votes for, and 1103 against. 
atrike. The notice foran advance in wages was 
therefore withdrawn.

THE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE. 


Why the Steck Fluctuated So Wildly the Other Day. 
New York Letterin Cincinnati Enquirer. 

The tumble in Richmond and Danville came in 
for a big share of the conversation. 

‘A customer of mine,”’ said one broker, ‘‘had 
$72,000 profit on the quotations at the opening this 
morning, and made virtually out of nothing.’’ 

“Why did he not take it?’’ was asked. 

“Take —!’’ was the response; ‘‘you conld buy 
plenty, but the laundry wouldn’t wash while you 
could sella hundred shares.”’ 

People who were supposed to understand the 
mysterious movements in the stock were reticent 
aboutit. One member of a firm credited with hav- 
ing a dealin the pool, said: *‘We refused to turn a 
thousand shares at par when the stock was selling 
at 150, although we were offered 1 per cent commis- 
sion andénierest for 60 days, with 20 per cent mar- 
gin to be kept good.’’ 

His partner said: ‘‘This stuff was listed late last 
year. Werefused to advance 50 on it. Nobody 
would go long or short of it, and it has been grad- 
ually worked up to the price of a few hours ago 
with the insane idea that some one would takea 
‘spiled p’int’ on it. Evidently somebody ha: bit, 
and loses $10,000 on every hundred shares. Before 
it was listed on the stock exchange they swapped it 
around in Richmond, Va., in the neighborhood of 
the eigthties.’’ 

‘*There is a curious history about this stock,’’ said 
another banker, who is supposed to know about it. 
“It was listed on the stock exchange a few months 
ago at par. Itadvaaced without any material set 
back to 250. At this time it sold as a privilege to 
subscribe to debenture bonds at forty-five cents on 
the dollar to the extent of theamount of the stock 
issued, which was about $4.000,000. The entire is- 
sue of the debenture bonds was subscribed for by 
the stockholders. Since then, strange as it may ap- 
pear to holders of mortgages on sunflower farms, 
money-lenders have declined to take the stock as 
collateral. This has prevented the people who have 
been identified with the rise from buying more.”’ 

‘But why should there have been so tremendous 
a decline?”’ 

‘Well, principally because insiders, being able 
to take care of their own ‘sheers.’ were not willing 
to back the extravagant bids of enthusiastic out- 
siders. The pool consists of more than half the 
stock, and is tied up for ten years. The extreme 
fluctuations were from 719 to 150, then back to 1, 
closing at 165 to#180. Nice chance foralittle turn, 
eh?” 

‘‘Damn the stuff,”’ said another banker, ‘‘nobody 
will sell it short, and no broker will buy it without 
200 per cent margin. A week ago, when the stock 
was selling way up in the air, the pool was sending 
putand call brokers around to buy calls on the 
stock on any part of one thousand shares. Ii any 
fool had sold the calls, they could have marked the 
stocks up to the extent of bis purse.

A KENTUCKY HORROR. 


The Shocking Detail« of a Death-bed Confession. 

HARTFORD, KY... February 2 —The Herald of to- 
day says: An outrage, too horrible almost to call to 
mind, happened near Caneyville, January 28, 1881, 
by which Wiley Embry and six children were 
burned to death. We have just learned that a 
death-bed confession has brought out the perpetra- 
tors. Dr. James N. Brandon, of Canereiiie, on his 
death-bed confessed that he and John Whitting- 
hill and Bill Taylor Whittinghill, sens of Remus 
Whittinghiil, did the deed. Brandon said they 
took a syringe and threw chloroform through the 
key-holes into the different rooms, and waited till 
it caused a deep sleep. They then went in and 
rebbed the house, getting $1,400in money. They 
then set the house on fire in several places 
and ran off Mrs. Embry and three children es- 
caped from the fire, and Embry and six chil- 
dren, including three sons almost grown, perished 
in the flames. The parties have been suspected 
for some time. Bill Taylor Whittinghill’s wife took 
a hundred dollar bill to Moorman’s store to get it 
changed, and as Whittinzhill was known to be 
scarce of money, it excited suspicion. Brandon 
married a sister of Whittinghill. We understand 
Brandon is dead, and that the Whittioghill’s have 
fied. This is the information as received. It may 
not be exactly correct as to details. but the sub- 
stance is. A number of Dr. Brandon's friends deny 
that he made any such confession.

A large 
proportion of them are secretly praying, while 
signing petitions against it, for congressional 
action so decisive as to enable them to come 
out in favor of it without fear. Pass any bill 
less sweeping, and on the contrary they will 
be whipped in and kept in, and the long, 
wearisome fight againse decency will grind on 
indefinitely as in the past. Therefore, we 
most respectfully, yet earnestly, urge the pas- 
sage by congress of Willet’s bill fora com- 
missian pure and simple.

THE BRADLAUGH CASE, 

A brief history of Mr. Bradlaugh’s attempts 
to gain aseatin the house of commons, or 
rather to become a martyr, may not be out of 
place on account of the length of the contest. 
He and Mr. Labouchere were returned in 1880 
by the shoemakers of Northampton. Their 
majority was large and unmistakable. Mr. 
Labouchere was readily sworn in. 
but when Mr. Bradlaugh appeared he 
asked to be allowed to affirm, because the 
oath was meaningless to him—‘‘a meaningless 
addendum to a promise.’’ The law officers of 
the government decided that if he aftirmed 
he must do so at his own risk; and when the 
matter was brought before the courtsit was de- 
cided that he had no right to sit or yoie on 
simple affirmation. Anew election was heid, 
and Mr. Bradlaugh was re-elected. At the 
last session he wassimply kept out of his 
seat, and when he attempted to gain it by 
force he was forcibly expelled from 
the chamber altogether. This was 
the state of the case when 
on the 7th instant he attempted, after swal- 
lowing his own words to the extent of stating 
that the oath would bind his conscience, to 
take it suddenly in the house by pulling out 
a testament from his own pocket, repeating 
the words of the oath and subseribing to it 
without the aid of the clerk. For this under- 
ground proceeding he was summarily ex- 
pelled from the house, and a new writ has 
been ordered toisuc. Mr. Bradlaugh will un- 
doubtedly be re-elected. and thus the ques-

H. Casey, Horace D. Beene, Charles 8. DuBose and 
W. L. Dennis—making seven of the thirty-six that 
have ‘‘gone over the river to rest "neath the trees.’’ 

Ashighas has been the average of the record 
made by the living members ot the class, and that 
of no class has ever surpassed, if any has 
equaled it, death has struck at shining marks, 
DuBose, the brilliantsenator; Phinizy and Hodgson 
the prosperous young merchants; Bancroft, the 
distinguished and couscientious educator; Dennis, 
the true-hearted gentleman; Casey, the accom- 
plished and capable judge; and poor Beene who 
died in the far-off hills of Nevada, where he had 
won fame and fortune, and from whence he came 
to greet his comrades four years ago. These are 
the victims ef the insatiate archer.

charming style, the pertness and flippancy of which 
suggests the first effort of a young lady who lacks 
nothing in the way of novel-writing save human 
experience, which is everything. 

Moops, A Novel. By Louise. M. Alcott, Author of 
“Litthe Women.’’ Boston: Roberts Brothers.

This volume was written when Miss Alcott was 
an old maid of eighteen. Naturally enough, when 
she came to offer it to the juvenile publisher, the 
foolish boy objected to some of the chapters.

“The Prodigious Adventures ot Tartarin of 
Tarascon’ to ‘‘Numa Roumestan’’ isa leap of ex- 
traordinary proportions. One is a _ wild, toolish, 
vague burlesque, while the otheris ‘a remarkable 
study of character. If by some process of imagina- 
tion one could invest Mr. Junior James's puppets 
in ‘The Portra’'¢ of a Lady’’ with the fire and vigor 
-of life—couid infuse the perfectly painted portrait 
with the essence of a sweet virility—we should 
have something approaching Daudet’s fierce little 
procession of characters in “‘Numa Roumestan.”’ 
The translator has caught something of Daudct’s 
sinuous flexibility of style—something of that tre- 
mendous naivette suggested by the fact that Trag- 
edy and Comedy sometimes meetand have a bou 
in every man’s back-yard; something of the trick- 
ery of speech which, in Shakspeare, we call poetry, 
and, in other people, power of expression. 

It has been suggested that Numa Roumestan, the 
character whose name gives the book its title, has 
been drawn with Gambetta as a model. This is 
noteven plausible; for isn’t the history of this pol 
itician identical with the career of the Hon. Boli- 
var Bulidozer? Doesn't the Hon. Bolivar boldly 
tell his friends that he liesin order to put things “‘in 
amore favorable light?’’ Doesn't he say that it 
“depends on latitudes’’ whether words mean any- 
thing or not? Isit not true that the Hon. Bolivar 
Bulldozer has ‘‘that outward appearance of sensi- 
bility which ueceives one as to the true background 
character?’ Isn't the Hon. Bolivar, esteemed by 
the public asa great patriot and fine leader, known 
to his wife as a sensuous sneak, a vulgar wretch. a 
liarand a tyrant? Some striking traits of the po- 
litical leader are revealed with most consummate 
art, and these traits will be recognized by the sa 
gacious reader to be ascommon in America as in 
Frang. As citizens ofthe great North American 
republic, we return thanks to Daudet for showing 
us that the demagogue in politics is not an exclu- 
sively American product. Meantime, those who 
desire to read a very clever novel, marred here and 
there by relatively mild attempts to cater to the 
seemingly overwhelming French appetite for nas- 
tiness, wili find entertainment in ‘‘Numa Roumes-

LENT. 


Matters and Things to be Observed Daring the Season 

Lent began on Wednesday (Ash Wednes- 
day). Following are the regulations: 

1. All of the faithful who have completed 
their twenty-first year are, unless legitimately 
dispensed, bound to observe the fast of Lent. 

2. They are to make only one meal a day, 
except on Sundays. : 

3. The meal allowed on fast days is not to 
be taken until about noon. 

41. At that meal, if on any day permis- 
sion should be granted tor eating flesh, both 
flesh and fish shall not be used at the same 
meal, 

5. A small refreshment, commonly called a 
collation, is allowed in the evening. No gen- 
eral rule as to the quantity of food permitted 
at this, is, or can be made; but the practice of 
; the most regular Christian is, never to let it 
; exceed tue fourth part of an ordinary meal. 

6. The quality ot food allowed at a colla- 
| tion in this diocese, is bread, butter, eggs, 
; cheese, milk, all kinds of fruits, vegetables 
'and cold fish. 
| 7. General usage has made it lawful to take 
jin the morning some warm liquid, as tea, 
coifee, or thin chocolate and a cracker. 

8. Necessity and custom have authorized 
the use of Tard, instead of butter, in prepar- 
ing fish, vegetables, ete. 

%. Phe following persons are exempts from 
the obligation ot fasting: Young persons 
under twenty-one years of age; the sick; nur- 
sing women; those who are obliged to do 
hard work, and all who, through weakness, 
cannot fast without prejudice to their health. 

10, By dispensation the use of tlesh meat is 
allowed atapy time on Sundays, once a day 
on Mondays, ‘Tuesdays, Thursdays and Satur- 
days, with the exception of the second and 
last Saturdays of lent. 

11. Persons dispensed from the obligation 
of fasting on aceount of tender or advanced 
age, or hurd labor, are fivit bound by the re- 
strictions of using meat only at one meal on 
days on which its use iy granted by dispensa- 
tion. Those dispensed from the fast for other 
causes, as Well as those who are obliged to 
fast, are permitted to use meat at only one 
meal.

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THE CITY STREETS. 
Views of Councilman Kuapp as to Hew to 
Meet the Question. 
Since the legislature adopted the bill amend- 


The 


ing the city charter of Atlanta the city coun- 
flooded with petitions and 
looking to improvements 
expenditures of 
these improvements 
is the macademizing of the streets. Accord 
ingtothe language of that section of the 
amendment which authorizes an expenditure 
in this direction, the amount expended must 
be paid out of the city treasury, and by the 
yroperty owners.on the streets which are to 
* improved. One third of the cost of the 
improvements is sustained by the city 
= two-thirds by the citizens. 
So far five streets have petitioned 
the city courcil for permanent improvement, 
and resolutions granting these petitions have 
passed the council. 

Recently the question has been the leading 
topic for street talk, and so multiplied are the 
views expressed that a CONSTITUTION represen- 
tative yesterday sought*Councilman Knapp, 
chairman of the street committee, through 
whose hands all these petitions 
pass in order to ascertain the exact status of 
affairs. ‘The councilman was in bis office, 
and greeted the cedar shover with a smile, 
and then the following interview occurred: 
“What about that resolution offered by you 
and adepted at last session of council appro- 
priating $22,000 to macadamize_ certain 
streets?’’ asked the reporter. 

“That resolution was the outgrowth of a 
recommendation made by the commissioners 
of streets on petitions from property holders 
along MeDonough, Washington, Peachtree, 
and Whitehall streets asking that those streets 
be macadamized as provided for under the 
provisions of a late act amendatory to the city 
charter.”’ 

‘What would be the total cost of macadam- 
izing those streets?” : 

“Itis proposed to do the work in such a 
manner that our citizens will be thoroughly 
satisfied with the expenditure of their indi- 
vidual funds, as they pay two-thirds of the 
cost, and also of the city’s money. The total 
cost of the work already passed upon by the 
council is $66,264.18, of which the property 
owners will pay $44,1/6.12 and the city 
$22 088.06." 

“What will be the necessary outlay on each 
of the streets mentioned?” 

“On Whitehall street the property holders 
pay $5,189.92, and the city $2,504.97; on Wash- 
ington street the property Owners pay >12,- 
369.07, and the city $6,184.53; on Peachtree 
street the property owners pay $15,083.80, and 
the city $7,541.90, and on MeDonough street 
the property owners pay $11,533.54, and the 
CItV $5,766.66.” 

“On which streets do the property owners 
pay most per front foot, considering the total 
length to be macadamized ?”’ 

“On Washington and McDonough, as upon 
those streets the street railroad runs but a 
short distance comparatively, and consequent- 
ly the property owners fronting upon the 
street Where there is no line of railroad have 
two-thirds of the whole width of the street to 
pave, whereas where there is the street rail- 
road they only pay fur two-thirds of that un- 
paved by the street railroad. Just here is 
where those who own property along the 
street railroad lines are now reaping a consid- 
erable advantege over their less favored 
neighbors, inasinuch as the street railroad 
companies are obliged to pave or macademize 
the width of their road-bed and three feet 
on each side, So that, in a 
fifty foot street, whose road-way 
is thirty-two feet, thestreet railroad company 
paves ten feet, leaving only twenty-two feet 
to be paid for by the adjoining property own- 
ersand the city.” 

‘How is the work to be done? In the same 
‘slip-shed’ manner as heretofore ?”’ 

“Not at all. The present council seems 
bent upon making this an administration 
of permanent improvements, and will not 
consent to have either the paving of the 
streets or sidewalks put down in the careless 
manner of years gone by. It is proposed to 
first bring the streets to a proper 
brade - and upon that place 
groken stone, the larger ones at the 
bottom, decreasing in size as they reach 
the top.

Views of Councilman Knapp as to How to 


Meet the Question. 
Since the legislature adopted the bill amend- 
ing the city charter of Atlanta the city coun- 
flooded with petitions and 
looking to improvements

Notably among 
is the macademizing of the streets. Accord 
ingtothe language of that section of the 
amendment which authorizes an expenditure 
in this direction, the amount expended must 
be paid out of the city treasury, and by the 
property owners on the streets which are to 
be improved. One third of the cost of the 
improvements is sustained by the city 
aaa two-thirds by the citizens. 
So far five streets have petitioned 
the city courcil for permanent improvement, 
and resolutions granting these petitions have 
passed the council. 

Recently the question has been the leading 
topic for street talk, and so multiplied are the 
views expressed that a CONSTITUTION represen- 
tative yesterday sought Councilman Knapp, 
chairman of the street committee, through 
whose hands all these petitions 
pass in order to ascertain the exact status of 
affairs. ‘The councilman was in bis office, 
and greeted the cedar shover with a smile, 
and then the following interview occurred: 

“What about that resolution offered by you 
and adepted at last session of council appro- 
priating $22,000 to- macadamize certain 
streets?’ asked the reporter. 

“That resolution was the outgrowth of a 
recommendation made by the commissioners 
of streets on petitions from property holders 
along McDonough, Washington, Peachtree, 
and Whitehall streets asking that those streets 
be macadamized as provided for under the 
provisions of a late act amendatory to the city 
charter.”’ 

‘What would be the tolal cost of macadam- 
izing those streets?” 

“Itis proposed to do the work in such a 
manner that our citizens will be thoroughly 
satisfied with the expenditure of their indi- 
vidual funds, as they pay two-thirds of the 
cost, and also of the city’s money. The total 
cost of the work already passed upon by the 
council is $66,264.18, of which the property 
owners will pay $44,176.12 and the city 
$22 O88.06."" 

“What will be the necessary outlay on each 
of the streets mentioned?” 

“On Whitehall street the property holders 
pay $5,189.92, and the city $2,594.97; on W ash- 
ington street the property owners pay $12.- 
369.07, and the city 36,184.53; on Peachtree 
street the property owners pay $15,083.80, and 
the city $7,541.90, and on MeDonough street 
the property owners pay $11,553.34, and the 
CItV 39,760.66." 

“On which streets do the property owners 
pay most per front foot, considering the total 
length to be macadamized ?”’ 

“On Washington and McDonough, as upon 
those streets the street railroad runs but a 
short distance comparatively, and consequent- 
ly the property owners fronting upon the 
street where there is no line of railroad bave 
two-thirds of the whole width of the street to 
pave, whereas where there is the street rail- 
road they only pay fer two-thirds of that un- 
paved by the street railroad. Just here is 
where those who own property along the 
street railroad lines are now reaping a consid- 
erable advantege over their less favored 
neighbors, inasmuch as the street railroad 
companies are obliged to pave or macademize 
the width of their road-bed and three feet 
on each side. So that. in a 
fifty foot street, whose road-way 
is thirty-two feet, thestreet railroad company 
paves ten feet, leaving only twenty-two feet 
to be paid for by the adjoining property own- 
ers and the city.” : ; 

‘‘How is the work to be done? In thesame 
‘slip-shed’ manner as heretofore?’ 

“Not at all. The present council seems 
bent upon making this an administration 
of permanent improvements, and will not 
consent to have either the paving of the 
streets or sidewalks put down in the careless 
manner of years gone by. It is proposed to 
first bring the streets to & proper 
brade «+ and upon that place 
groken stone, the larger ones at the 
bottom, decreasing in size as they reach 
the top. There will be fifteen inches of 
broken stone laid upon the roadway in layers

of three to five inches and each layer thor- 
oughly rolled with a fifteen ton steam roller, 
so that when completed it will be nearly as 
hard as solid pavement. Of course all this 
work will be under the immediate super- 
vision of the street commission, 
who, with Mr. Jobn Berkele at its head, 
who was chairman of the street committee 
under the old regime, will see that the work 
is thoroughly done.”’ 

“When do you begin work” 

‘Just as soon as we can get proper appli- 
ances here. I+ will be necessary to purchase 
a steam roller and an additional rock crusher, 
and the commission is already in correspond- 
ence with the manufacturers,”’ 

“Will Alabama street be paved first?” 

“Yes, City-Engineer Clayton has already 
prepared his specifications, and ‘THE 
CONSTITUTION on Sunday will have 
an advertisement asking for bids 
not only for the stone, but for all the work. 
When this is done the people of Atlanta will 
begin to have some faithin the numerous 
promises that have been made about our 
street improvements. But I must ask you to 
call again,’”? and away the councilman went 
to investigate a real estate purchase.

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A MAGNETIC MALLET. 


A Curious Little Machine and What It Does. 

Dr. J. P. Huntley, whose dental office is at 254% 
Peachtree street, has a curious little instrument 
called the ‘‘Bonwill electro-magnetic miallet,’’ 
whichis used fer driving in gold fillings. It is 
supplied with a pair of magnets and nubs on 


the same principle as does the ordinary telegraph 
instrument. A little pointed packing instrument 
is worked backwards and forward by tne electricity 
with lightning-like rapidly, making strokes too 
short to be seen by the eye and too fast to be 
counted. This instrument packs the gold and 
nubs it like a smith works the heated 
iron upon an anvil, making the 
blows rapidly and SO evenly thaf 
it is scarcely felt by the person on whom it is used. 
It is too complicated to bear a descrip‘ion. It 
should be seen to be appreciated, and when in op- 
eration isa mostinteresting sight. The stream of 
electricity running through can be seen as it passes 
along with the brilliancy of a diamond’s flash. The 
noise made by the machine is singularly like the 
blood-curdling rattle of a rattlesnake aroused and 
about tostrike. Dr. Huntley was the first to intro- 
duce this machine in Atlanta, and says that no 
amount would induce him to discard it for the 
cumbersome methods heretofore used. 

Dr. Huntley is agentleman of education and skill 
He studied his profession in the best schools of 
Europe, spending awhile at Caring-cross hospital, 
London, and the Vienna Military and Surgical in- 
stitute. He graduated at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, in 1880,and came to Atlanta in November 
last, since which time he has been more than suc- 
cessful in his profession. The work which he has 
done here speaks well for his skill. In supplying

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CHIN PLIN’S OPIUM DEN. 


THE SPREAD OF CHINESE VICES 
IN NEW YORK. 


A Visit to a Chinaman’s Joint, and What a Reporter 
Saw There— Iwo Opium Places Patronised 
Exclusively by Well-Dressed Men and 
Women—Progress of the Vice, Ete. : 


New York Star. 

Opium smoking is a vice that is gradually 
obtaining a foothold in this city, and although 
it has been known to exist in New York for 
the past four or tive years, yet but few people 
have any idea of the extent of the practice. 
At first it was confined to the Chinese laundry- 
men living in this city, but it bas spread so 
rapidly that now there are from ten to fifteen 
vpium-smoking dens. Of these two are pat- 
ronized almost exclusively by Caucasians— 


one at No. 48 First street. known to the ini- 


tiated asChin Plin’s ‘‘joint,’’ and another in 
West Thirty-second street, next to Jerry Mc- 
Auley’s mission, which is kept by Hughes, 
the former proprietor of the Cremorne. | 

Chin Plin’sden was visited by a Star reporter 
in the early part of last week. It occupies a 
smajl basement store under a densely popu- 
lated tenement house, and adjoins Justice 
Schwab's socialistic headquarters. Packages 
of tea and boxes of cigars filled the show- 
window and screened the interior from ob- 
servation. Entering the dingy place the re- 
porter found a woman seated at a corner, be- 
hind whieh were more packages and bundles 
that contained ostensibly tea and other com- 
modities, which served as a disguise to the 
true character of the place. A wooden parti- 
tion separated the store from au apartinent in 
the rear, from which faint voices could now 
and then be heard. 

A Chinaman who had become Americaniz- 
ed sufficiently to wear the clothing of civi- 
lization and to speak tolerably fair English, 
came out of the back room and inquired of 
the woman who, it afterward appeared, was 
his wife, what the reporter wanted. 

‘To see the place,’’ was the writer’s answer, 
accompanied by a trade dollar. 


For a moment the almond eyes of the Chi- 
naman glanced suspiciously at the reporter 
andthen at the silver, but the silver over- 
came his suspicions, and he said, ‘‘Come 
‘long.’ The mysterious room was entered, 
and for the first time the reporter obtained a 
view of an opium den. The wooden plat- 
forms, covered with mats, were on each side 
of the room, and near them burned little oil 
lamps. Om these mats two women and three 
men were reclining, overcome by the ef- 
fects of the drug, and staring with glassy eyes 
at the intruder. They appeared ina lethargy 
from which nothing apparently could stir 
them. The two women were well dressedbut 
flashy looking. The men were also loudly 
dressed, and looked like Bowery gamblers or 
sports who live by their wits. Large bowled 
pipes with a small orifice and a reed stem lay 
at the opium smokers’ sides. 

‘Another pipe, Plin,”’ said one of the smok- 
ers, languidly.. 

Taking a small piece of opium Plin leaned 
over one of the oil-laypps and began twirling 
the opium around in the heat of the flame 
The poison melted very ricit yellow strings 
and this was dropped from the end of the long 
needle on which Plin held it into the bowl ot 
the pipe, inthe shape of a pill. Then it was 
fattened out by the needJe and the smoker 
held it with the bowl reversed over tle lamp, 
taking a few short putfs and then, relapsing 
back on the bed, seemed wrapped in an ec- 
Stacy. 

The reporter left the room accompanied by 
Plin, whom he asked what kind of people 


* patronized his place. Plin did not seem to 


understand the purport of the question, but 
his wite who was busy; attending to the wants 
ofa youthiul American-Chinese, answered 
and said: “Oh, lots of people. Ladies come 
here; nice ladies, too. ‘hey are regular cus- 
tomers and spend as much as $2 here at a 
time. Who they are I don’t know; they come 
here; why do you want to know?’’ 

This shut off all further communication and 
the reporter left. 

‘Oh, yes; there’s nice women go in there,’’ 
said a German woman who keeps a little 
cigar store. “They smoke opium,”’ she ad- 
ded with a whisper, ‘‘and it fills the house. 
But they've got to move, the landlord says.”’ 

Last night the reporter visited the place, 
but Chin Plin’s ‘‘joint’’ was closed and inside 
was darkness. ““Lhe Chinaman’s gone,” said 
one of the occupants of the tenement house. 
“He’s moved to Houston street.” After a 
diligent search through Houston street the re- 
porter found a store at No. 210 which had 
been formerly occupied as a laundry, where 
Chin Plin could be seen busily engaged in ar- 
ranging his household goods througu one 0! 
the dust-begrimed panes of the show window. 
A half dozen mongrel chilaren were playing 
around among the chatieis which littered up 
the place, and their mother was busily 
engaged in assisting her Celestial liege lord. 
No attention was paid to the reportes’s knock 
at the door, and nue was compelied to leave 
Without the pleasure of another interview 
With Mr. Chin Plin. It was learned that 
Chin Plin intended to open ostensibly a tea 
store, but the partition which had been 
erected back of it, and the accessvries of an 
Opium-smoking den that could be plainly 
seen from the outside showed that his inten- 
tions were otherwise. 

Hughes’ place on Thirty-second street is the 
most handsomely equipped of the opium 
“joints” in New York. ‘nis is patronized by 
women residing on Murray hiil, as well as 
some who reside in neigaboring brovhels. In 
the afternoon the place is paironized exclu 
sively by women, but at night it is filled by 
men and women alike. Many of the women 
have acquired the habit by coming with 
companions who were addicted to the vice to 
the den out of curiosity, and smoking opium 
‘just to see what it tasted like.”’ 

A half-dozen visits cuntirmed the novice as 
an habitual smoker, and tien tiie road to ruin 
was straight before them without a turning- 
out place, as the habit once acquired takes 
possession of every thought and idea of the 
opium smoker and renders her or him its 
slave. ; 

Along Mott street are perhaps a dozen opium 
dens, patronized almost exclusively by Chi- 
namen, but occasionally they admit lighter- 
skinned opium smokers int® tueir ‘joints. 
some well-dressed women can occasionally be 
seen entering these houses, over the dvors of 
which are pasted strips of paper on which are 
inscribed in Chinese characters the name of 
the opium seller and his business. The police 
are at present’ powerless to stop this perni- 
cious but rapidiy growing habit, but a law 
which is beiore the assembly for action cuon-

HUMAN OSTRICHES, 


Folk Who Feed on Pins, Needles and Jack-Kuives, 


and Swallowers of Coins and Padlocks. 

There died not very long ago at Prestwitch 
asylum, in England, a medium in whose body 
were found 1,841 objects, to-wit: 20 buckles, 
14 pieces of glass, 10 pebbles, 3 knotted strings, 
a piece of leather, a fish-hook, a pin, 8 copper 
buttons and 1,/82 nails and tacks, His mad- 
ness was of a common sort, after all. At the 
autopsy of a convict in the Brest galleys 52 
objects were found in the stomach, including 
geveral knives and pieces of iron hoop 
four inches long. In March, 1808, 
a sailor named John Cummings died 
in Guy’s er 9 whose ex- 
periences completely eclipsed the perform- 
ances of the buy described by Meare Sawyer 
and Allen in Pickwick” as addicted te wood-

| beads. In 1789 he had seen a French j 
gler “swallowing” knives by the dozen, aoa 
in his credulity believing that the jaggier ac- 
tually conveyed them into his stomach, he 
undertook to rival him and swallow four 
clasp-knives. Luckily, these did not kill him, 
and he was satisfied to rest on his laurels un- 
' til March, 1805, when at Boston he was one 
| day tempted, while drinking, to boast of and 
repeat his performance. In the course of 
+ that evening he swallowed six knives, and 
; When next morning crowds of visitors came 
to see him be was induced to swallow 
eight more. He paid dearly for his 
frolic; for he was seized with constant 
vomiting and pain in the stomach. and 
though by heroic measures he was relieved of 
the Knives that organ was irretrievably ruined. 
But all his suffering did not suffice to cure 
him of his folly, for at Spitheadin December, 
1805, being somewhat tipsy, he resumed bis 
boastfulness of being able to swallow knives. 
and to amuse the ship’s company swallowed 
nine clasp-knives, some of them of a large 
size. Again he became ill, and was in the 
hands of the ship’s surgeon for several months, 
during which portions of knives were dis- 
charged. At length he was admitted as a 
aye at Guy's hospital, and in March, 1809, 
1¢ died in a state of extreme emaciation. | 
A milder form of this disease is the fond- 
ness for pins and needles. Dr. Stephenson* 
of Detroit, reported in 1577 the case of a wo- 
man of seventy-five, whom ue had relieved 
of @ pin swallowed forty-two years before 
While picking ber teeth. siloy has recorded 
the case of a Woman Who made pins and nee- 
dles her daily diet, and from whose body 
1,000 of these articies were taken after her 
death. Another case, almost as striking, said 
the London Lancet, about a year ago, has 
been recorded by Dr. Gillette (1874), that of a 
girl in - whom, from. time to time, needles 
were (ound beneath the skin, which they per 
forated and Were removed by the fingers or 
forceps. Concerning tue way in whici they 
got into her system no information could be 
extracted trom her. she was carefully watch- 
ed by Dr. Lepaulmier, and in the course oi 
eighteen months no less than three liundred 
and twenty needles were extracted, all being 
about the same size. The largest number 
Which escaped in a single day was sixty- 
one. A curious phenomenon preceded the 
escape of each needle. For some hours the 
pain was severe, and there was considerable 
fever. She then felt a sharp pain, like 
lightning in the tissues, and on looking at 
the place at which this pain had been felt 
the head ot the needle was generaly found 
projecting. The needles invariably came 
out headforemost. No bleeding was occa- 
sioned, and not the least trace of intlam- 
mation tollowed. That little weight is to be 
attached to the place at which the needles 
escape as proof ot their mode of introduction 
is evident from a case recorded by Vil 
lars of the girl who swailowed a large 
number of pins and needles, and two years 
afterwards, during a period of nine months, 
200 passed out of the hand, arm, axilla, 
side of thorax, abdomen and thigh, all on 
the left side. The pins, curiously, escaped 
more readily and with less pain tnan the 
needles. Many vears ago a case was recorded 
by Dr. Otto, of Copenhagen, in which 495 
needles passed through the skin of a byster- 
ical girl, who had probably swaliowed them 
during a hysterical paroxysm; but these all 
emerged in regions below the level of the 
diaphram and were collected in groups, which 
gave rise to inflammatory swellings of some 
size. One of these contained 100 needles. In 
1878 Dr. Bigger described before the Society 
of surgery of Dublin a case in which more 
than 500 needles were removed from the body 
ofa woman who died in consequence of their 
presence. Itis very remarkable in how few 
cases the needles were the cause of death, 
and how slight a» interference with function 
their presence and movement cause. M. Hen- 
ry de farville, the well-known French writer 
on scienee, has described many cases of this 
sort, nota few of them of sane persons. M. 
Gerenger-Feraud took a needle from the arm 
of a woman of twenty-four who did not recol- 
iect swallowing it, 2nd had for weeks been 
unable to understand why she felt a pricking 
sensation whenever she rested her arm on the 
table. Another case is that of a girl of six 
teen who was dying from gastritis, it was 
thought, till examination revealed tie pres- 
ence of a needle, swallowed by accident, she 
knew not when. 


What became of the rash youth of Bologna 
who, to show how a juggler swallowed a 
sword, introduced ua silver fork into his throat 
and let it slip down, we do not know. He 
probably ‘‘went to meet’? the swallowers of 
talse teeth. Brunel, the great engineer, had 
a narrow escape once upon a time, when 
amusing some children by causing a_half- 
sovereign to vanish from his mouth and re- 
appear in his ear, the coin suddenly slipped 
down his gullet. He tried to cough it up 
without effect. Tere it stuck. Every surgi- 
cal device was tried to get hold of it without 
effect. Jt became evident that if the coin 
could not be dislodged, fatal results would 
ensue. In the dire dilemma into which 
he had needlessly brought himself, Brunel 
devised a wooden = structure to which 
he could be strapped head downward, 
in the hope that the halt-sov- 
ereign’ would tall out of his throat by the 
force of gravity. He was tixed to the machine 
head downmost, keeping his mouth open. To 
his inexpressible relief the coin dropped from 
its Jurking place and rolled to the tloor, A 
German juggler who had introduced a yaria- 
Lion of the sword-swallowing feat by swallow- 
ing a bayonet and balancing thereon the 
musket to which it was attachea, came to 
vrieft undereven more alarming circumstances, 
as the weapon broke short off and the steel 
slipped down into his guliet. He acted on 
the same principle as Brunel and promptly 
inverted himself, and with the aid of two 
triends stood feet upwards till, by force of 
gravity, the bayonet dropped to where it could 
be reached from the mouth and drawn cut. 
In March, 13837, the surgeons at the 
Edinburgh infirmary relieved a woman 
of a brass padlock an inch and two-thirds 
long and an inch in width, which she had 
swallowed. Four years ago they were less 
fortunate in the case of a boy who had swal- 
lowed a piece of brass chain, and in 1880a 
child in Devonshire was vainly treated who 
had allowed a small tin whistle to slip from 
the mouth into the trachea. Since the intro- 
duction of the balloon whistles there. have 
been several fatal accidents from—by inhal 
ing instead oi expelling the breath to fill the 
balloon—swallowing the whistle and India- 
rubber sack attached to it, about the uglicst 
thing imaginable to deal with, since the toy 
sticks in the wind-pipe, and every attempt to 
breathe tends to inflate the balloon, and so 
the sufferer is choked as promptly and inex- 
orably as if he were in the grasp of a garotte. 
The moral of all which is that people should 
be careful about putting solid substances 1n 
their moutlis,

Two ofthem 
excused’ themseves on ihe plea that they 
could not bear to live among strangers; but 
the third biuntly told me that though he was 
blind he was not exactly a fool, and it wasn’t 
very likely that he was guing to be caged up 
for the suke of his fuod and a bed, when he 
could ‘‘make’’ seven shillings in astort day 
by goirg about with his dog, and enjoy bis 
pipe and his glass every evening.
